Une Cantate de Noel (A Christmas Cantata) ARTHUR HONEGGER 


Arthur Honegger completed Une Cantate de Noe] on January 5, 1953. The work was commissioned by 
Paul Sacher for the 25th anniversary of the Basel Chamber Orchestra and its premiere 
performance was given under his direction on December 18, 1953. 


The first sketch of A Christmas Cantata goes back to 1941 when, as Honegger has explained, he 
began work on the first portion of La Passion de Selzach as it was conceived by the poet, 
Caesar von Arx, which began with the episode of the Nativity of Christ. “It is this part of the 
work, almost finished in 1940, which has served me as the basis for the Cantate de Noa), not 
without undergoing in the course of its writing a number of necessary changes.” The first 
chorus, somewhat developed, brings the anguished appeal of humanity to the Saviour, to the 
child born of the Virgin, whose name, Emmanuel, signifies "God with us* (Saint Matthew). In 
answer to this cry, the archangel announces to the shepherds the coming of the Messiah. Then, 
from over all the earth, the joyous and naive songs welcoming the event are intermingled, 
terminating in the hymn Laudate Dominum. An orchestral postlude extends the composite of 
Christmas songs. The score is written in a style both simple and tonal, ina way which is 
compatible with the character of these songs, whose artless poetry exerted such a charm in our 
childhood. 


A brief prelude, played in the deep register of the organ and orchestra, Opens the work. The 
chorus enters, singing on a neutral syllable, suggesting Honegger's “anguished appeal of 
humanity," and leads eventually to a setting of the text, De profundis, from Psalm 130. An 
ostinato figure, to be heard in the deep orchestral bass, runs throughout this opening section. 
The chorus, returning to the neutral syllable, now sings in unison against a complex orchestral 
harmony and gradually moves to a forceful climax. At the peak of the climax the choral unison 
changes to arich sounding harmony, divided into eight choral parts with instrumental 
reinforcement. 


The anguished appeal is now expressed through the words of the medieval hymn, 0 come, Emmanuel. 
The children's chorus announces the coming of the Saviour; the baritone solo, taking the role 
of the “angel of the Lord" in Chapter 2:9-12 of St. Luke, brings tidings of the birth at 
Bethlehem. A section of Christmas carols follows, culminating with a setting of the Laudate 
Dominum (Psalm 117) for the two choruses. An orchestral postlude concludes the work.

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ANN COOPER GAY holds a Bachelor of Arts degree in music from Austin College in Texas. Following 
vocal studies at the University of British Columbia and the University of Toronto's Opera 
Division, she performed leading roles with the Canadian Opera Company, and was engaged by opera 
companies and orchestras across North America. Ms. Cooper Gay can be heard as Sara Riel on the 
Centredisc recording of Louis Riel by Harry Somers, and she is the writer/producer of the one- 
woman pasticcio Rags to Riches. 


Since 1984, Ms. Cooper Gay has been increasingly active in the training of children's choirs. 
She studied with Doreen Rao at Northern Illinois University and with Helen Kemp at Westminster 
Choir College. In 1986, she founded the High Park Girls' Choir of Toronto, which she continues 
to direct; the choir has been invited to perform at the 1989 International Choral Festival in 





Toronto. She is also conductor of the Children's Choir and Summer Choir Camp of the Royal 
Conservatory of Music. While pursuing a Master of Music degree from the University of Toronto, 
she teaches music at Hodgson Senior Public School. 


RUTH WATSON HENDERSON studied piano with Viggo Kihl, Alberto Guerrero, and Hans Neumann, and 
composition with Oskar Morawetz, Richard Johnston, and Samuel Dolin in Toronto, then continued 
her studies in New York at the Mannes College of Music. Returning to Canada in 1954, she was 
active as a concert pianist and, in 1968, she became the accompanist for the Festival Singers 
of Canada. It was during this period that she began writing choral music. Her association in 
recent years with such groups as the Ontario Youth Choir and the Toronto Children's Chorus has 
led to many compositions for young people. She has written commissioned works for several 
organizations, including the Guelph Spring Festival and the Alliance for Canadian New Music 
Projects. Currently on the Faculty of the Royal Conservatory of Music, Ruth Watson Henderson 
continues a multi-faceted career as composer, teacher, pianist and church organist. 


DOREEN RAO made her conducting debut at London's Royal Festival Hall in 1980 and her New York 
conducting debut with the American Symphony Orchestra in 1985. She is acclaimed for her work as 
music director of the Glen Ellyn Children's Chorus in Illinois. As assistant conductor of the 
Chicago Symphony Chorus under Margaret Hillis and Sir George Solti, she helped prepare recorded 
performances which won four Grammy Awards and a Grand Prix du Disque. She has worked with the 
Grant Park (Chicago) Symphony, the Chicago Civic Orchestra, the Evanston (I]linois) Symphony, 
and the Oregon Bach Festival, and has prepared choral works for Claudio Abbado, Edo de Waart, 
Istvan Kertez, Jorge Mester, and Helmuth Rilling, among others. 


Her extensive work with university and community groups is equally acclaimed. She has conducted 
numbers of all-state choruses and served as guest conductor and clinician at conferences of the 
American Choral Directors Association, and the Music Educators National Conference. In addition 
to appearing throughout the United States and Canada, she has been engaged as clinician and 
conductor in Europe, Israel and Scandinavia. 


Appointed assistant professor of music education at the University of Toronto in July of 1988, 
Ms. Rao continues to maintain her guest conducting and lecture appearances. She will direct two 
week-long workshops as part of The Joy of Learning segment of the 1989 International Choral 
Festival in Toronto next June. 


LEE WILLINGHAM, a graduate of the University of Toronto (1976), returns as conductor of the 
University Singers (SATB) for asecond year. He is Head of Music at Agincourt Collegiate 
Institute, a school well known for its vital and energetic music program. In addition, he is 
music director of the chamber choir the Bell'Arte Singers. Mr. Willingham has lectured at the 
University of Toronto's Faculty of Music and Faculty of Education, and he is in demand as a 
clinician and adjudicator. He is currently completing a Masters Degree in music education.
